When Thornton emerged from the inferno he ordered his as­ 
sistants to prepare a huge shell which contained twenty pounds 
of T. N. T. and the same amount of nitroglycerine—enough 
explosive to blow up a twenty-story steel and stone building.

At a 
meeting of the church last Sunday 
morning a resolution presented by 
the advisory board w as unanim ous­ 
ly adopted, authorising the board 
of trustees to conduct a stew ard­ 
ship campaign with an objective 
of $13,000 for current expenses and 
the same amount for m issions, for 
the fiscal year beginning May I. 
“Our trustees believe that the 
time has come for the enlargement 
of our local work,” said Mr. S tef­ 
fensen In a statem ent last night; 
"the growth of San ta Ana Involves 
a corresponding growth in our field 
of ministry and Christian educa­ 
tion. and we m ust increase our 
staff of church workers to meet 
the situation. Our church has been 
having a continuous revival for 
some weeks past, and 70 new mem­ 
bers have been added during the 
past five months. 
With a present 
total membership of 940 and the 
prospect of further increase in our 
numbers, w t feel Justified in rec­ 
ommending a large advance in the 
plans for work for the year begin­ 
ning May I.” 


Assistant Needed 


According to Mr. Steffensen the 
proposed new budget will provide 
for a ‘.rained worker to serve the 
church a s director of religious edu­ 
cation and young people’s work. 
“We consider our 
children and 
young people our biggest asset,” 
said he, "since they are the church 
of tomorrow; 
and we expect to 
secure the ablest man available for 
this line of work, to devote his en­ 
tire time to educational, social and 
recreational activities for our young 
folka” 
The budget also will pro­ 
vide for an increase in the m in­ 
ister’s salary in order to offset the 
increase of over 70 per cent in the 
cost of living since pre-war times. 
The church will employ a full-tim e 
secretary and maintain an office to 
care for Its varied work and to 
relieve the m inister of the details 
of administration. 
Along with the increase of 68 
per cent in the local budget, the 
church has voted a s its objective 
an equal increase in its offerings 
for missions, proposing an advance 
from $8500 to $18,000. “Our Baptist 
people have been greatly cheered 
by tho announcement Just made 
that John D. Rockefeller Jr., will 
contribute $250,000 to the m ission­ 
ary work of the Northern Baptist 
convention,’’ said Mr. Steffensen.

Thanks to the new historian, we are coming to 
I know our heroes better than we have ever known

They were not creatures of flesh and blood, 
I men of like passions with ourselves, but mere idols 
B upon whom we had imposed characters and quali- 
| ties which linked them with gods rather than men. 
I 
The real Washington whom the neighbors saw 
R and heard and dealt with, whom the soldiers follow- 
| ed in military campaigns, whom the politicians as- 
I sedated with. has been recovered for us, and we 
I find him not a remote being, but one whom it is a 
I greater privilege to 
know. 
The Washington of 
I Parson Weems, who set the pace for a whole cen- 
! tury of biographers, was a good deal of a prig. 
I He was the sort of a character that used to be staple 
I for our Sunday School books. 
He never told a lie. 
I He never used a cuss word. 
He was always proper. 
I A sort of a milk sop, without any of those quali- 
I ties of character which we associate with a red- 
I blooded he-man. 
I 
Rupert Hughes hat been very much condemned 
I because he has gone through Washington’s diary, 
I and showed the world the kind of a man he was. 
I There are folks who think human perfection must 
I mark our heroes, otherwise they cannot be heroes. 
I “ Paint me as I am,” said Oliver Cromwell to Sir 
I Peter Lely when he sat for his portrait, 
wart and 
I wrinkle and all.” 
This would have been the desire 
I of Washington too. 
He would not have kept a 
I diary and jotted down his inmost thoughts as well 
I as all his activities had he desired to be other than 
I just the kind of a man he was. 
The Men whose 
I life story is told by the Parson Weemss do not write 
I down their thoughts or their naughty deeds. 
They 
J live in a narrow realm of hypocrisy,— men of the 
type who smile and smile, and then play villain. 
These new portraits of Washington have not taken 
I away a single whit from the greatness of the man 
who is lovingly remembered as the father of his 
country. 
They reveal the man who was a jolly com­ 
panion with whom one would like to spend a day 
fishing, who could be among the gayest of an evening 
party, a companion who could understand our faults 
and failings because he had them himself. 
And yet 
' beyond it ail. there were those qualities which have 
set him apart from all his contemporaries, and made 
hun the first American,— the man more than any 
other to idiom this nation owes its very life and 
its increasing greatness.

IB problem Is human and soc­ 
ial, with the human p u t very 
well done.

ters of the Oriental coolies.

are good people, too Children whose 
ancestors, for a thousand genera­ 
tions, had no educational opportun­

"They give me a new 
conception of industry,** said a High 
School teacher of experience In Cal­ 
ifornia.

Hu­ 
manly, they lack nothing but the

The release of Joseph Fitzpatrick from San Quen­ 


tin after one year and eight months is just another 


reason why the public is losing confidence in the 


administration of our criminal laws. 


He was a Los Angeles councilman and was con­ 


victed of receiving a bribe of a thousand dollars 


for his vote in the City Corned. 
He was sentenced 


under die indeterminate sentence law to serve from 


one to fourteen years. 
Under that law, after the 


minimum sentence has been served, die Board of 


Prison Directors fix the maximum sentence. 
This 
means that they may give him parole at that time. 
The board fixed his sentence at five years, but 
parole after two years and a half. 
But by making 
“ good time** one year, nine months and fifteen days 
would be the limit. 
Then at Christmas time the big­ 
hearted board cut fifty days more from his sentence 
after State Senator Pedrotti. District Attorney Keyes 
and others had used their “ influence.” 
Mr. Keyes 
says he did not indorse the parole; he only wrote 
to die board that he would not oppose it. 
From one to fourteen years doesn't mean what it 
says at all; but plus “ influence” and a complaisant 
Board of Prison Directors, it means one year and 
eight months. 
This fact taken together with all the 
other chances the offender has on the road from 
the commission of the crime, through apprehension, 
arrest, preliminary trial, accommodating district at­ 
torneys, handpicked juries, reluctant and absent wit­ 
nesses, minimizing die charge, conviction and pro­ 
bation to the goal of actual incarceration present so 
many good opportunities of cheating justice that it 
is a wonder we have so little crime, not that we have 
so much. 
But to have the Board of Prison Direc­ 
tors. after all this, turn them loose with a slap on the 
wrist really leaves the public gasping. 
No wonder 
the Board did not let it be known till two months 
had passed.
